Iron hear La Prairie. 
The wildest excitement exists at La 
Prairie, according to a teleg ram from 
that place, on account of the striking 
of hematite ore in the Buckeye mine 
on Section 36, Town 55, Rang e 36, at 
a depth of fifty feet. 
The ledg e has 
been drilled four feet, which develops 
the fact that the ore increases m 
q uality as they g o deeper. 
Gen. J. 
H. Baker, of Mankato, Hon. W. W. 
Braden, of S t Paul, and Gen. B. R. 
Cowen, of Cincinnati, stockholders in 
the mine, are now on the g round, and 
will leave in a few days for the Gog ebic 
rang e to inspect the latest machinery 
used in mining . 
They will purchase 
such machinery and ship to the mines 
at once. A force of at least 150 men 
will accompany the machinery. 
They 
will meet General Manag er Fisher, of 
the Duluth & Winnipeg railroad, for 
the purpoee of having a road built 
from La Prairie to the mine, which is 
eig ht miles from here. 
There is a 
diverg ence of opinion whether this 
ore is on the Vermillion or Mesabic 
rang es. 
The ore now being taken 
out assays not less than 62 per cent. 
The North Star and Diamond mines, 
in the same neig hborhood, expect as 
soon as the water is pumped out of 
their shafts to strike the same ledg e. 
There seems no q uestion but this part 
of Itasca county is as rich in iron ore 
as in the neig hborhood of Tower or 
the Gog ebic of Wisconsin. 


Helped the Saloons Out. 
The villag e council of Green Isle, 
Sibley county, was indicted at the re­ 
cent session of the g rand jury. 
The 
villag e has had seven saloons, and to 
enable the proprietors to pay the 
license of five hundred dollars per 
year, the council g enerously employ­ 
ed each one of them as policemen at 
a salary of $ 300—their duty being to 
watch their own saloon.

rades. 
A year or so ag o a cancerous 
g rowth on the upper portion of his 
thig h and rig ht hip beg an to annoy 
Mr. Dickerson, recorder of S t Bernard 
commandery, and in time it became 
so painful and dang erous that a 
surg ical operation for its removal be­ 
came necessary. 
The operation re­ 
q uired that a g ood portion of the skin 
and tlesh should be cut away with the 
cancer, so much, in fact as to render 
it impossible for the exposed edg es of 
the skin to unite and form a complete 
surface covering by natural g rowth. 
An attempt was made to g raft a piece 
of g oat skin upon the exposed sur­ 
face, but without succees. 
A few 
days ag o a deleg ation from S t Bernard 
called upon the attending surg eon to 
learn what could be done. The doctor 
hesitated a little, but finally told them 
that if the wound could be coyered 
with human skin, there would be no 
doubt of a complete cure. The mem­ 
bers of the commandery g lanced at 
each other instinctively, and earnest­ 
ly, as if to read in one another’s faces 
the impulses of the moment, and then 
without further consultation, tam ed 
to the doctor and told him that when­ 
ever he ordered it men would be 
ready to g ive up to his unife all the 
skin req uired to make whole their 
sick brother. 


Depreciation ot Dakota Land.

The School Room Floor. 
The Bulletin of tho stato board of 
health says: 
Dust in the school room floor ia a 
ready way of poisoning the air which 
the children have to breathe. The air 
space ia almost always limited, the 
floor poorly constructed and usually 
worn, of a soft wood of second q uality 
lumber, unpainted and not oiled. To 
sweep such a floor is to fill the air 
with dust, which settles on desks, 
seats and all other available spots, 
ready for a new distribution when the 
children come. 
Such floors are never 
clean, and are as really foul and 
nuisances, as a floor, not deliberately 
made so, can be. 
What is the remedy ? 
Easy and of g reot value. Saturate 
the floor after a thoroug h sweeping 
with boiled linseed oil. 
ItA cost is 
trifling , and so is the bother of ap­ 
plying it 
Apply it Saturday morn­ 
ing and find it dried on Monday 
morning . How does it operate? By 
making the wood impervious to mois­ 
ture it seals up the offensive matters 
it may already contain, and prevents 
the soaking in of any more. 
The oil­ 
ing should be renewed once in two 
weeks, best boiled oil, and 
you will 
soon have a floor as hard as oak, easily 
cleaned and twice as easy to sweep. 
In this way yon remove one of the 
most serious sources of foul air, not 
unlikely the most serious. Trv it, 
and until you have done so, don’t 
blame the children for the close stuffy 
air of the school room.

Iron hear La Prairie. 
The wildest excitement exists at La 
Prairie, according to a telegram from 
that place, on account of the striking 
of hematite ore in the Buckeye mine 
on Section 36, Town 55, Range 36, at 
a depth of fifty feet. 
The ledge has 
been drilled four feet, which develops 
the fact that the ore increases in 
quality as they go deeper. Gen. J. 
H. Baker, of Mankato, Hon. W. W. 
Braden, of S t Paul, and Gen. B. R. 
Cowen, of Cincinnati, stockholders in 
the mine, are now on the ground, and 
will leave in a few days for the Gogebic 
range to inspect the latest machinery 
used in mining. 
They will purchase 
such machinery and ship to the mines 
at once. A force of at least 150 men 
will accompany the machinery. 
They 
will meet General Manager Fisher, of 
the Duluth & Winnipeg railroad, for 
the purpose of having a road built 
from La Prairie to the mine, which is 
eight miles from here. There is a 
divergence of opinion whether this 
ore is on the Vermillion or Mesabic 
ranges. 
The ore now being taken 
out assays not less than 62 per cent. 
The North Star and Diamond mines, 
in the same neighborhood, expect as 
soon as the water is pumped out of 
their shafts to strike the same ledge. 
There seems no question bat this part 
of Itasca county is as rich in iron ore 
as in the neighborhood of Tower or 
the Gogebic of Wisconsin. 


Helped the Saloons Out. 
The village council of Green Isle, 
Sibley county, was indicted at the re­ 
cent session of the grand jury. 
The 
village has had seven saloons, and to 
enable the proprietors to pay the 
license of five hundred dollars per 
year, the council generously employ­ 
ed each one of them as policemen at 
a salary of $300—their duty being to 
watch their own saloon. 
This is 
certainly a new departure in evading 
the high license law, but the members 
of the council will probably pay dearly 
for their bold piece of fine financering. 
—Le Sueur News.

Workingwomen Who Gamble. 
There is a peculiar gambling club 
of workingwomen in England, having 
thirty-four members. 
Each woman 
deposits a small sum of money as her 
entrance fee, and the winners pay the 
rent and the woman in charge of the 
rooms 
The gambling is done by 
means of bits of paper containing the 
numbers, passed around like refresh­ 
ments on a plate, and each woman 
draws a piece in turn. 
The highest 
and lowest numbers win the pile, to­ 
ward which each woman contributes 
her share.

For The Spoils Only. 
A leading Alliance member un­ 
burdens himself to an Evening Tri­ 
bune reporter as follows: 
“The combine effected by Ignatius 
Donnelly with the Alliance men in the 
legislature will prove an awful set­ 
back to our new party. I can perceive 
the bad effects of it already in the 
disgust of the Alliance voter whom I 
meet. 
It will set us back two years, 
and perhaps four. The proper thing 
for the Alliance men in the legislature 
to do was to stand aloof and let the 
two old parties combine to divide the 
spoils. 
That would have shown that 
we were standing for principle, and 
at the next elections the people would 
have seen to it that we had enough 
votes in both houses to control with­ 
out being obliged to fuse with any­ 
body.

Sunday at the Emergency hospital a 
scene will be witnessed. This will be 
the cutting off of portions of the skin 
from the bodies of seventy-five or IOO 
knightly members of St. Bernard 
commandery, Knights Templar, and 
the grafting of the several pieces of 
cuticle upon the naked flesh of a 
brother Mason. 
John Oscar Dicker­ 
son is the person whose life is to be 
saved by the partial self-immolatioo 
of so many of his friends and com­ 
rades. A year or so ago a cancerous 
growth on the upper portion of his 
thigh and right hip began to annoy 
Mr. Dickerson, recorder of S t Bernard 
commandery, and in time it became 
so painful and dangerous that a 
surgical operation for its removal be­ 
came necessary. 
The operation re­ 
quired that a good portion of the skin 
and flesh should be cut away with the 
cancer, so mach, in fact as lo render 
it impossible for the exposed edges of 
the skin to unite and form a complete 
surface covering by natural growth. 
An attempt was made to graft a piece 
of goat skin upon the exposed sur­ 
face, but without success. 
A few 
days ago a delegation from S t Bernard 
called upon the attending surgeon to 
learn what could be done. The doctor 
hesitated a little, but finally told them 
that if the wound could be coyered 
with hnman skin, there would be no 
doubt of a complete cure. The mem­ 
bers of the commandery glanced at 
each other instinctively, and earnest­ 
ly, as if to read in one another’s faees 
the impulses of the moment, and then 
without further consultation, turned 
to the doctor and told him that when­ 
ever he ordered it men would be 
ready to give up to his unife all the 
skin required to make whole their 
sick brother. 


Depreciation ot Dakota Land. 
A man drove through the city yes­ 
terday with a load of household goods 
packed in a “prairie schooner,” head­ 
ed east.

Dust in the school room floor is a 
ready way of poisoning the air which 
the children have to breathe. The air 
space is almost always limited, the 
floor poorly constructed and usually 
worn, of a soft wood of second quality 
lumber, unpainted and not oiled. To 
sweep such a floor is to fill the air 
with dust, which settles on desks, 
seats and all other available spots, 
ready for a new distribution when the 
children come. Such floors are never 
clean, and are as really foul and 
nuisances, as a floor, not deliberately 
made so, can be. What is the remedy ? 
Easy and of greot value. 
Saturate 
the floor after a thorough sweeping 
with boiled linseed oil. ltd” cost is 
trifling, and so is the bother of ap­ 
plying it 
Apply it Saturday morn­ 
ing and find it dried on Monday 
morning. How does it operate? By 
making the wood impervious to mois­ 
ture it seals up the offensive matters 
it may already contain, and prevents 
the soaking in of any more. 
The oil­ 
ing should be renewed once in two 
weeks, best boiled oil, and y o u will 
soon have a floor as hard as oak, easily 
cleaned and twice as easy to sweep. 
In this way you remove one of the 
most serious sources of foul air, not 
unlikely the most serious. Trv it, 
and until you have done so, don’t 
blame the children for the oloee stuffy 
air of the sohool room.

Disposition to Quiet the r ears of the 
Indians Before Taking De* 
cisive Action. 


Purx R idge, S. D., Jan. 14.—The situs- 
ion rem ains practically unchanged here 
;hls evening. The hostiles are still in camp 
about a m ile and a half north. 
The chiefs th at were to arrive here to-day 
for the purjiose of holding a council failed 
to come. 
There is a general feeling am ong the offi­ 
cers and soldiers to-night th at a peaceable 
settlem ent is not far distant. 
However, 
such a feeling h*js received disappointm ent 
before. 
Buffalo Bill leaves to-m orrow to 
join Brooke’s comm and, six miles .rom the 
agency. 
W hile the iron hand of the arm y has ap­ 
parently got the Sioux rebellion by tile 
throat, there is no telling at w hat instant 
Hie savages, grown desperate by hunger and 
fright, will m ake one more struggle to 
avenge their wrongs. The hostiles are still 
in cam p in the ravine to the northwest. 
Their messages to Gen. Miles are of a pa­ 
cific nature, b u tin their peace councils the 
young men, who are the actual warriors, 
hold aloof. 
This element, num bering be­ 
tween three and six hundred, it would seem 
needs to be < rustled if the war is to come to 
a speedy end. They are turbulent, insolent 
and belligerent, 
It now seems to be tile 
plan of the m ilitary to remail! inactive for 
two or three days in the hope that, the 
youngsters may become satisfied th at they 
are not to be punished for the crimes they 
have comm itted, and th at they will listen 
to the councils ol such chiefs as Young- 
Maii-Afraid-of-His-Horse. 
Thus lar the disposition flea. Miles has 
shown to treat the Indians kindly has made 
for him m any warm friends am ong them . 
This fact,coupled with the plans which Capt. 
Fierce, the new agent, is taking to show the 
Indians that everything they are entitled 
to under the treaty will be issued to them, 
will undoubtedly have a beneficial effect. 
A m em ber of G troop, Second infantry, 
who came in to-day with the detachm ent 
o f the Seventh infantry under Maj. Egbert, 
reports th at (JOO Indians broke away last 
night front the hostile cam p and baa been 
followed by Col. Sanford aud Col. Henry. 
At headquarters no report was received con­ 
tinuing inc matter. 
Big ro o t’s wife, one of the women in­ 
jured at W ounded Knee, died last night in 
the hostile camp. 
The Indians have sent Gen. Miles word 
th at if lie will guarantee them protection 
they will come in lay down their arms. 
A lthough it is unnecessary for the general 
to m ake any kind of an agreem ent with 
them , in the interest of peace and to pre­ 
vent bloodshed tie has done so. 
ll is elated 
un the best authority th at Gen. Miles to­ 
day telegraphed (fen. Schofield that he 
could m ake any disposition he wanted of 
the troop* now at the agency, that other 
than the First inlantry, their presence here 
is unnecessary.

Avail- 
this privilege, I shall first 
matters pertaining to gen­ 
eral legislation, and later re er more spe­ 
cifically to such items as I regard of special 
im portance. Perm it me to reiterate the sen­ 
tim ent expressed ilia com m unication to 
the legislature assembled two years ago as 
to the desirability ot a careful scrutiny of 
all b ilk the purposes and requirem ents of 
which call for tne expenditure of public 
moneys. Too much care cannot Ire exer­ 
cised in this direction. 
Let the taxes Ire 
kept at the lowest point consistent with 
prudent ami wise adm inistration. 
The 
lienal and charitable institutions, as well as 
our public school system, should be su|r- 
ported in a m anner worthy ot the state ami 
its citizens, but every dem and for increased 
facilities, or enlarged expenses, should be 
carefully considered and aid only extended 
when a1 moi ut el y needed. 
F urther on I 
shall take the liberty of expressing my 
views as to what stuns should he allowed 
the different institutions. 
Tne opinions 
offered are based upon a careful com puta­ 
tion of the revenues to be derived lro:u va­ 
rious sources during the coming two years. 
Allow me to say that I regard as a great 
and growing evil, In connection with all 
legal enactments, both state and national, 
the tendency tow ard class legislation. 
Itis 
too com m on an occurrence foi localities, 
and tor individuals, to demand of the law­ 
m aking power action that will tend to 
their exclusive benefit. 
Laws should be 
.passed that will bear u|>on and benefit 
equally all citizens, and the greatest care 
should be exercised th at no advantage of 
any kind or character to the detrim ent of 
the general public be given to any special 
class, or to any particular locality. 
It is 
quite 
the 
custom 
among 
the 
many 
well-meaning citizens to ask of the legis­ 
lature relief from every trouble, im aginary 
or real, many of the difficulties being from 
causes beyond its curative resources. 
All 
should be protected in their }*erscnal and 
property rights. 
Discrimination of any 
character that is to the advantage of one 
citizen 
arid 
works 
injury to 
another 
should be studiously avoided as unlair, 
and not 
in 
accord 
with 
the spirit 
of free 
institutions. 
In this 
connec­ 
tion, too, I regard paternalism , so-called, 
in government, as an evil that will ulti­ 
m ately result in great trouble and endless 
contusion. 
It is a malady that seems to be 
spreading, and carried to its logical and 
legitim ate conclusion will end in the build­ 
ing up of favored classes and localities, to 
the detrim ent of the great mas-es of the 


A large uum ber of buildings w ithin the 
walls of the prison were owned by the 
Thresher company, having been the prop­ 
erty of its predecessor. 
It was necessary in 
order to 
m ake the 
contract with the 
Thresher com pany to agree to take these 
buildings as part paym ent for the labor fur­ 
nished. 
There was a question in the mind 
of the attorney general w hether the build­ 
ing, legally, were not the property of tile 
state, as they were placed upon lands be­ 
longing to it, but as it was known that they 
had been constructed by the former con­ 
tractor, and were in reality the property of 
his successor, in the interest of equity, the 
board decided to purchase them in the 
maimer indicated. All question of owner­ 
ship 
of 
the 
buildings is 
there lore 
now settled. 
The contract so entered 
into by the board of managers expires in 
October next, in accordance with the law 
under which the prison is managed at this 
tim e. 
If the present system of contracting 
the labor of a portion of the convicts is to 
be continued, it will be absolutely neces­ 
sary to perm it the board of managers to 
make a contract for at least ten years in or­ 
der that the state may reap the full advant­ 
age of this plan of using its convict labor, it 
being practically ini|*ossible to induce capi­ 
talists to exi>end tlie necessary sum to 
utilize so large a num ber of men unless 
they are given a contract extending over a 
sufficient period of tim e to w arrant a large 
outlay' in establishing a perm anent plant. 
A num ber o f the convicts have been em ­ 
ployed in the labor of 
m anufacturing 
woodenware with results sufficiently satis­ 
factory to justity its continuance. 


THE STATE REFORMATORY. 
The state reformatory' at St. Cloud is in 
full w orking order, and is apparently ac­ 
com plishing the result claimed for it. 
The 
building is entirely inadequate to the de­ 
mands upon it, having within its walls 
more than can be com ortably cared for. It 
is no longer a question that m uch good can 
be effected in checking crim inal impulses 
by means of reform atory methods, and to 
that end provisions should be made to so 
enlarge the present buildings as to meet Hie 
requirem ents arising lrorn the i nor pated 
num ber ofinm ates. 


HOSPITALS FOR THE INSANE. 
A most careful aud painstaking inquiry 
into matters jtertaiuing to hospitals for the 
in-ane, in this and other states, has con­ 
vinced me that we may make radical im ­ 
provements in methods and management. 
All that should be done cannot be accom­ 
plished at once. but a beginning may he 
made upon some well considered plan that 
would eventually place our state, in this 
)iarticular, abreast with the times, and 
cause her institutions of this character to he 
recognized as embodying the best results of 
modern thought, 
lit dealing with this sub­ 
ject we should not forget that the outcom e 
affects the only class within our borders un­ 
able to make a dem and or enter a protest, 
and that for this reason our obligations to 
them are of the most sacred character. 
Nor should we tail to rem ember that these 
belpless wards of the state are the fathers, 
mothers, sisters and brothers of our friends 
and neighbors. 
I offer lor your consideration the follow­ 
ing suggestions, all im portant in any plan 
that has for its object the elevation ot the I 
standard of excellence of our hospitals for 
the insane, and sonic of which, in my 
judgm ent, may and should receive your 
im m ediate and care:ul attention. 
First—The corps of physicians should be 
so increased as to provide one for each one 
hundred patients. The practice of placing 
nine hundred to one thousand patients un­ 
der 
the care of, say, four physicians, 
amounts, practically', to a herding of the 
insane, and, as it is contem plated upon the 
I*art of the state to cure, as well as care .'or 
the inmates, one of the purposes for which 
the asylum* are provided is in large meas­ 
ure frustrated. 
Second—No physician should receive an 
appointm ent at an asylum until he has suc­ 
cessfully passed a thorough exam ination 
before 'a lunacy commission, to test his 
knowledge of mental and nervous diseases, 
and his general fitness for the position. 
T hird—A training school for attendants 
should be established, and a course of lect­ 
ures and practical instruction in the care of 
the insane provided. 
Before attendants are 
accepted perm anently as employes of an 
asylum they should lie required to graduate 
Tora such training school. 
There should 
be one attendant, at least, for every ten 
patients, and a graded system of promotion, 
all exam inations tieing competitive. 
F ourth—All the asylums should be fur­ 
nished 
with 
a 
m ortuary 
room, fully 
equipped. 
F ilth—It is no longer a m atter for doubt 
that in the large m ajority of cases im ­ 
proved mental condition results from giv­ 
ing em ploym ent to the insane. 
Upon this 
subject an em inent authority says: 
‘‘The 
real value ot occu(»ation as a remedial 
agent in the treatm ent of insanity has not 
been appreciated until a com paratively re­ 
cent date. 
In tracing the influence of oc­ 
cupation we are compelled to note its four­ 
fold effect: 
1st—In the im provem ent of the general 
health and mental vigor of the patient. 
2d—In arresting tendencies to dementia. 
Sd—In the reduction of violence and di9- 
i tu rb an ed in the relractoiy wards. 
4th—In the decrease of mechanical re- 
| straint.” 
There should be a separate industrial 
fj, aud th oocupi 
ie adapted, so tar ar practicable, to 
his previous li e and habits. 
Sixth—Although it is not practicable at 
this tim e to make separate provision for the 
class known to the medical fraternity as 


ing oils was amended, w hereby the fee sys­ 
tem was abolished and the position of in ­ 
spector of oils made a salaried office, all 
emoluments arising from inspection being 
covered m onthly into the state treasury. 
No appropriation having been made to j>ay 
his salary, the inspector deducted the 
am ount due him under the provisions of 
the law each m onth from the fees collected. 
In March last, however, in a suit brought 
in the district court of H ennepin county by 
a company dealing in illum inating oils 
against the deputy oil inspector in that coun­ 
ty, it was decided that the term “ iiackage'' 
as uste<l in the statute might refer to a re­ 
ceptacle for oil of any size, and that the 
vendor of oil was not compelled to subm it 
to inspection by the barrel unle s he so 
elected. 
The practical effect of the decision 
was such as to render it impossible to pro­ 
cure an insj»ector to serve who would be 
willing to accept the legal compensation for 
inspecting a “ package” containing one liun- 
h ti ml red or more barrels at the rate of 40 
cents, that I eing the m axim um bum al­ 
lowed by the statute. 
As a result, and if 
other tem porary measures had not been 
taken, illum inating oils would have been 
sold 
broadcast 
over 
the 
state 
wit - 
out 
inspection, 
endangering. 
possi­ 
bly, 
hum an 
lite 
aud 
property. 
Alter consultation with the attorney general 
and the representatives of the large dealers 
in illum inating oils an arrangem ent was 
made whereby the companies dealing in 
and distributing oil agreed to pay the sal­ 
aries of three inspectors until such tim e as 
the law could be amended to meet the case 
involved. 
This was undoubtedly the best 
plan that could be devised to meet the 
emergency. 
I respectfully urge uj>on you 
the necessity of prom pt legislation in con­ 
nection with this m atter, 
illum inating oil 
is very generally in use throughout the 
state, and provision should be at once made 
to avoid any calam ity that m ight occur 
from a neglect to rigidly inspect the same. 
It m ight tie well to consider the desirability 
of returning to the fee system, reducing the 
am ount per barrel to ten (IO) cents iii ac­ 
cordance with the law in 
neighboring 
states. 
The public will be better served, 
and the perquisites a tor deducting the 
sum necessary to provide deputies to strictly 
enforce Hie law would not aggregate an ex­ 
cessive am ount in view of the labor per­ 
formed. 
From such inform ation as I have 
at hand the num ber of barrels tnat are 
likely to be subject to inspection will not 
exceed 80,000 per annum in the cities of St. 
Paul aud Minneapolis. 
There would per-* 
haps be 25.000 to.W.OOO barrels to be inspect­ 
ed in other parts of the state, to be handled 
by local inspectors. After deducting neces­ 
sary expenses of rigorous inspection in the 
two cities,’ It would leave between $11,000 
and $4,000 as a salary to the chief inspector. 
Should it be deemed advisable to continue 
to pay a salary to the inspector, the am ount 
should be provided lor in the general ap­ 
propriation bill. 
THE WORI.D'p FAIR. 
The world's fair to be held in Chicago in 
1803 will be an event ot national im por­ 
tance, and proper stej»s should he taken by 
the legislature to insure a lull exhibit ol 
the resources of oht state upon that occa­ 
sion. 
No moans should he om itted to have 
the various advantages of Minnesota made 
known to th e thousands who will visit the 
I greatest exi>osition of m odern times. 
It 
i will be necessary in order that we may re- 
! eeive the attention comm ensurate with our 
wealth aud population to make an ai>t>ro 
priation adequate to the proper reprcsenta- 
agricnltural aud mineral 
people. 
Your responsibilities in this direc­ 
tion are im portant, and I com m end to your 
consideration Hie necessity of avoiding all 
legislation of the character I have noted. 
RAILROAD AND WAREHOUSE COMMISSION. 
The report ol the railroad and warehouse 
com mission gives full insight into the work 
that has been accomplished under the di­ 
rection of th at body' during Hie past two 
years. 
Since the passage o f the law creating the 
present board the records will clearly dem­ 
onstrate the fact that much has been ac­ 
complisher! that has been of direct benefit 
to the general public. Among other things, 
and im portant, has been the gradual but 
m aterial reduction in transportation rates 
for freight and passengers, and sueh action 
as has resulted in requiring of the railroad 
companies equal consideration 
for 
all 
classes of shippers. 
We m ust not forget, 
however, that com petition, improved m eth­ 
ods in handling trains, newer and better 
niacoinery, lower trades, and the reduced 
cost of transacting business, aided by a con­ 
tinual iy growing traffic, have all assisted in 
m aking lighter the burdens of transporta­ 
tion. 
To m y m ind one of the greatest evii6 
incident 
to 
railroad 
management 
is 
the 
pernicious 
habit indulged in by 
too 
m any 
railroad 
officials 
of 
discrim inating 
in 
favor 
of 
certain 
patrons and against others. 
It is an abuse 
over which the public feel justly incensed. 
So m anifestly unfair is it to give one ship­ 
per any advantage over another that, ta 
calling attention to the matter, to simply 
state that the practice exists seems to be* all 
that is necessary at this time. 
The penal­ 
ties lur disobedience of t lie see’tion of the 
law referring lo discrim ination should be 
so severe as to adm inister a lesson to him 
who breaks it that they will not soon be 
forgotten. The commission, in its reports 
o f 1885. and of later date-*, speaks of a cer­ 
tain form of discrim ination that is worthy 
o f your consideration. 
I quote from these 
report? relative to the system so common I building, aud th occupation of the patient

The present law 
regulating common carriers esjiecialiy per­ 
m its the issuance of passes <or the tree I 
transportation of passengers, although all 
other disorim inatfon is prohibited under 
severe penalties. Comment is unnecessary. 
It is gratifying to state that those sections 
o f the law requiring that cars shall be fur­ 
nished to individual shippers nave been | 
carried into effect m ore lully during the 
last two years than at any tim e heretofore. 
W hile there have been individual cases 
where the railroad managers have been der­ 
elict in their duty in this respect, yet on 
the whole the spirit of Hie law has been I 
met, and its provisions generally complied I 
with. 
The decision rendered in March last by 
the suprem e court of the United States, 
holding that certain provisions of the act of 
1887 regulating com m on carriers are not in 
harm ony with Hie federal constitution, will 
m ake necessary some change* in our laws J 
in this regard. It was generally understood I 
when the law of 1887 was enacted, that I 
w hile the railroads were entitled to receive j 
reasonable rates for service rendered, the j 
legislature was the sole arbiter as to what , 
rates were reasonable. 
It was also gener­ 
ally adm itted that this power oou’d ^ d e le ­ 
gated by the I eg islam ic to a board of com­ 
missioners. 
W ith this in view, tile law of j 
lfvS7, 
as interpreted 
by 
tile 
supreme 
court o f the 
United 
States, delegated 
this power to the 
board of 
railroad j 
and warehouse commissioners, aud pro- I 
video no means for a review of its action. 
The court of la--t resort ha* determined that 
action uj*on such matters is not final, either 
in a commission or in the legislature itself. 
The low er of the legislature to m ake rea­ 
sonable rates (or comm on carriers is not 
denied, but w hether a given rate so made is 
reasonable is a judicial question, and must { 
be settled as other m atters of law and tact j 
are determ ined, through tile in d iu m of the 
courts. 
The statutory provision of 1887 
should Ik* so amended as to provide a plain, 
direct ami speedy m ethod ot review of the 
orders of the commission, either through 
the medium of appeals or by direct pro­ 
ceedings on application of the board, or of 
any party or corporation interested, to the 
supreme*court of tlie state. 
Much can be 
done in Hie direction of reducing the cost 
of m arketing our principal cereal at the 
term inal points when the am endm ent sug­ 
gested is carri ini into cficot.

have indicated the direction, to the best of 
my judgm ent, all things taken under advise­ 
ment, in which the money should be ex­ 
pended. 
I need hardly refer, in conclusion, to your 
responsibility as the respreientative* of the 
people. 
You have accepted from the citi­ 
zens of a great comm onwealth no ordinary 
trust, and are charged with duties of the 
highest order. Not as individuals, but as 
the chosen servants of the people, you are 
to devise and form ulate laws that will ade­ 
quately protect the vast interests ot the state.

A meeting is 
called to elect officers and transact other 
business. The creamery is to be in fu I oper­ 
ation by the middle of April. 
Fred Robinson, arrested a t Austin for sub­ 
ornation of perjury in connection with his 
m arriage to Bertha Williams, was bound 
over in $500 to appear before the grand 
jury. It is learned th at Robinson formerly 
worked in Shea’a store a t Owatonna under 
a different name. 
Ile atilt languishes in jail. 
The forth annual show of the Southern 
Minnesota Poultry association opened a t 
Winona with over 6 OO entries, and more to 
hear from. A lively interest in the affair is 
being manifested by poultrym en from ail 
over the state. 
David Smith of Duluth has brought suit 
in the United States circuit court against 
the commissioners O' Carlton county for 
careless discharg? of a blast in making ap ­ 
proaches to the bridge between Thom son 
and Twin lake across St. Loa is river. He 
asks $20,250 damages. 
One of the finest specimens of the golden 
eagle ever seen was shot a few days ago by 
Mr. George libeling four nnd a half miles 
west of Northfield. Ile measured seven fest 
from lip to tip of the wings alien fnliy ex­ 
tended and weighed twelve pounds. 
His 
plumage is something wonderful. 
At Hinekley burglars broke ioto the Bren­ 
nan Lamber company’s store and stole over 
$150 worth of clothing, knives, sdk hand­ 
kerchiefs and money th a t was in the till. 
Mr. Davis, the manager of the company, waa 
a t the time sleeping above the store and 
heard no disturbance. No clue to the burg­ 
lars. 
The state prison board held a meeting a t 
Stillwater and kept busy with the new bind­ 
ing twine factory. The machinery has ar­ 
rived a t the prison and will be sent up im­ 
mediately. The prison board bought a car 
load of hemp fibre which waa raised in Min­ 
nesota. It is expected th a t the binding 
twine plant will be in operation by Feb. 15.

A man, though he be a hero, never 
feels very brave without his boots 
on, and we felt more comfortable 
upon finding ourselves attired. After 
a while, when we signified a wish to 
depart, a guide was provided for us, 
lest we lose our way, and when we 
started back for the village at the 
harbor where the ship la}’. 
“We had got, maybe, a quarter of 
the distance, when a solitary canni­ 
bal suddenly popped out of the for­ 
est and joined us. We were a little 
surprised, but thought nothing of it. 
Presently, however, out popped an­ 
other and another cannibal, and 
then at short intervals another and 
another, until there must have been 
a score of them forming one body 
guard. Next they came by fours and 
sixes, until this party had augment­ 
ed ton early IOO. By this time our 
original alarm had come back to 
considerable extent. I said to our 
guide: 


“ ‘We don’t care how many of 
these gentlemen join us, but we mnst 
insist that they all keep ahead, while 
we bring up the rear.’

Hiram S. Maxim 
has constructed the most elaborate 
apparatus for the series of experi­ 
ments on which helms forsomeyears 
been engaged, and has succeeded in 
determining the efficiency of a screw 
working in the air, the amount of 
push enveloped by a screw, the power 
required for propelling plans at dif­ 
ferent angles, as well as snndrjgr 
irictional phenomena and sundry 
other details connected with the sub­ 
ject. He has succeeded in making 
motors that will develop one hors# 
power for every six pounds. 
H« 
finds that 133 pounds can be sus­ 
tained in the air by the expenditure, 
of one-horse power. He also finds 
that for a successful flying machined 
a speed of at least thirty miles an 
hour is necessary, fifty miles being 
still more favorable to good work, 
and IOO miles an hour being well 
within the limit of possible develop­ 
ments in aerial locomotion.

More Fires.

A. McColl, together with 
harness, etc., all of which were burn­ 
ed. It waa impossible to sav e the 
stock on account of the smoke and in 
all probability the dumb animals were 
suffocated before it was learned that 
they were there. There is no doubt 
but that the fire was of incendiary or­ 
igin, aa the premises had not been 
v isited by any of the parties who 
were using it as a stable on that morn­ 
ing. 
This morning at 4:10 fire was dis­ 
cov ered in an unoccupied dwelling 
belonging to Wm. Paine on Norwood 
street 
The department responded 
and after waiting some time for water 
the blaze was extinguished. The up­ 
per portion of the building was dam­ 
aged to q uite an extent. That the 
fire was set by some v illain there is 
not a shadow of a doubt as the house 
was not occupied, and at 3 o’clock a 
light was noticed in the front room 
up-stairs, but the party who saw it 
thought some one had mov ed in and 
paid no further attention to it. If the 
blaze had.been giv en any draft the 
building would hav e beed d*8trsy*d 
before the pressure came. The dam­ 
age is in the neighborhood of $200, 
with no insurance.

The Danger of Tea Drinking. 
It ie a great misfortune that th% 
popular name for a person who ab­ 
stains from all alcoholic liquors is a 
teetotaler; the term has fostered the 
idea that tea is a harmless beverage, 
and it is no doubt true that the mod­ 
erate use of well-made and not very 
strong tea is less harmful than the 
habitual resort to any other stimu­ 
lant. When, however, tea-drinking 
ceases to be the amusement of the 
leisure moment of a busy afternoon, 
and is resorted to \n large quantities 
and strong infusions as a means of 
stimulating the flagging energies to 
accomplish the allotted task, then 
distinct danger commences. A break­ 
down may ensue in more than one 
way; not infrequently the stimulus 
which tea in time fails to give us is 
sought in alcohol, and the atonic 
flatulent dyspepsia which the astrin­ 
gent decoction mads by long drawing 
induces, helps to drive the victim to 
seek a temporary relief in spirits, sal- 
volatile or even eau de Cologne, which 
is a t first dropped on sugar and 
finally drank out of a wine-glass. In 
other cases, by ladies especially, relief 
is sought from morphine, and in a 
predisposed person the 
liorphine 
habit is established with extraordi­ 
nary rapidity. It has tieen said that 
as long as a person takes stimulants* 
simply for their taste he is compara­ 
tively safe, but as soon as he begins 
to drink fGr the effect, then he is run­ 
ning into danger. This is perhaps 
to state the case, for stimulants rath­ 
er too favorably, but if the rule were 
adhered to we should have fewer 
cases of educated people sliding into 
habits of secret intemperance or into 
morphinomania. — British Medical 
Journal.
